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To the Honorable^ the Legislature of the State of Michigan: 

In obedience to the requirements of the law defining the duties of the 
State Board of Education, we hereby present to you a report of the busi- 
ness and general transactions under the auspices of the board during tha 
two years ending June 30, 1898. 

DUTIES OF THE BOARD. 

Section 9, Article XIII, of the Constitution gives to the State Board of 
Education general supervision of tht State Normal School, and provides 
that their further duties may be prescribed by law. 

A second normal school, the Central Michigan Normal School, was 
established by the legislature of 1895, at Mt. Pleasant, this institution 
being also under the supervision of this board. 

Semi-annual examinations are held under the auspices of the board for 
the purpose of granting life certificates to teach throughout the state to 
such teachers as prove themselves possessed of the required scholarship, 
general culture, and teaching experience. 

The State Board of Education examines all text books on physiology and 
hygiene that are used in the public schools of the state, and approve only 
such as contain the minimum amount of subject matter relative to the use 
of tobacco and alcohol. In accordance with the provision of Act No. 136, 
of the Public Acts of 1893, graduates of such colleges of the state as 
comply with the requirements of the law are given four-year certificates 
to teach in any of the public schools of the state. After four years of 
successful experience in teaching by such graduates, certificates for life 
are issued to them by this board. 

It is made the duty of this board to examine the work of these colleges 
and see that they are fully complying with the law. 

The legislature of 1895 also permitted the board to indorse certificates 
of equal worth from other states and make them legal certificates to teach 
in Michigan. 

THE NORMAL SCHOOLS. 

We attach hereto reports of Dr. R. G. Boone, president of the Michigan 
State Normal College at Tpsilanti, and Prof. Charles McKenney, princi- 
pal of the Central Michigan Normal School at Mt. Pleatant, which present 
m detail the lines along which these schools are progressing, the work 
they are doing, and the better attainments towards which they aspire. 

The Michigan State Normal College is continuing in the line and quali- 
ty of work which has made it one oi the leading normal colleges or the 
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UDited States. The purpose for which it exists, to give to the state teach- 
ers ^ho shall be well equipped in the matter of scholarship a» well as pro- 
fessional training, is persistently kept in mind. 

Never before were the graduates of the college in greater demand than 
at present. This is due to the eflSciency of the faculty and to the results 
attained by these graduates who go out into the public schools of the 
state. There is no better advertisement for any school than that, based on 
results obtained. The number of fully equipped tt^achers going out into 
the state has been increasing from >ear to year. 

The excellent high schools throughout the state are sending to the col- 
lege more and better prepared students than ever before. No effort will 
be spared to keep this school in touch with every grade of work in our 
public school system. 

This superior service and higher value which is found in every true 
teacher and which helps to make good citizenship, can only come from 
well prepared and thoroughly consecrated teachers. 

Considerable money has been spent during the past two years in rearrang- 
ing the library and the interior of the buildings to make them accom- 
modate the increased number of clnsses. A considerable amount has been 
expended upon the exterior of the buildings for their preservation, and 
upon the grounds in order to secure pi oper drainage. 

Prof. Jackson of the college has made a complete map of the Normal 
College buildings and grounds, with index, showing the location of water, 
gas, steam, and drainage pipes, which will be of untold value in making 
future repairs along these lines. For the preservation of the property a 
few repairs will be needed every year. 

TRAINING SCHOOL. 

"With the large class of graduates from year to year, and with the grow- 
ing demand upon the training school for thoroughly trained teachers, it 
has been necessary to utilize every available room in the training school 
and in the college building for traininyr school work. 

To be an ideal school, to thoroughly train these student teachers, to 
propel ly train the increased number of graduates, more training school 
room is needed. 

It will be wisdom and economv on the part of the legislature to appro- 
priate a sufficient amount to build two new wings on the present site, one 
on either side of the training school building. This can be done with 
little expense comparatively, and will be all that will be required in this 
line for years to come. It will also be wisdom and economy for the legis- 
lature to appropriate a sufficient amount to furnish stqam heating m Stark- 
weather Hall and the training school building, and to connect the same 
with the central heating plant. 

It will be wisdom and economy for the legislature to appropriate liber- 
ally for the State Normal College. No other school makes better returns 
for the money expended than this school. 

The Central Michigan Normal School has been under the auspices of 
the State Board of Education during the past four years. Two years ago 
an appropriation was made for current expenses, and a special appropria- 
tion for closets and heating purposes. All these improvements have been 
completed. So far as the work of the school is concerned, results have 
been very gratifying. The aim of the school is to prepare teachers for the 
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rural and ungraded schools of the state. It is comparative!} an easy mat- 
ter to prepare teachers for these rural schools, but it is quite another mat- 
ter to get them to teach in these schools. The higher grade school, with 
its better pay, naturally leads the student-teacher to the more advanced 
certificate and to the graded school. However, quite a number of the 
graduates teach in the rural and ungraded schools and give excellent satis- 
faction. The solution of this problem will be brought about speedily 
when the rural and ungraded schools demand teachers who have had this 
normal training. This normal training might be made a condition of 
entering upon the work of teaching in these rural schools. 

The Mount Pleasant city Board of Education allows the state to use one 
of its ward buildings as a training school, and furnishes five grades of 
pupils from the city. 

The State Board of Education has practical control of these teachers, 
but of necessity it must work jointly with the city Board of Education. 
The city pays a part of the salaries of these training school teachers and 
the state pays the rest. ^Everything, at present, is perfectly harmonious. 

It would be wise if the legislature could pass some act that would give 
the State Board of Education exclusive control of this training school and 
its teachers. The city, on the other hand, should furnish the pupils for 
this training: school. 

Too much praise cannot be- given the teachers for their faithfulness to 
work. The work of the training school has been very efficient under its 
present management, and many of the teachers trained here are making 
marked success in the graded schools of the state. 

There is need of more class rooms to meet the growing needs of the 
school, and your honorable body will be called upon to arrange for this 
and to make the usual appropriation for current expenses for the years 
1899 and 1900.

The reports of the Treasurer of the Board, giving in detail the expen- 
ditures and receipts in behalf of the Michigan State Normal College and 
of the Central Michigan Normal School during the two fiscal years ending^ 
with June 30, 1898, are elsewhere presented as a part of this report. 
There have been two changes in the membership of this board during the 
period covered by this report. In the early part of the fall of 1896 Hon. 
David A. Hammond resigned from the board and James W. Simmons was 
appointed to fill out the unexpired term, and was elected in November fol- 
lowing for a full term. Jason E. Hammond was elected as Superinten- 
dent of Public Instruction and became ex officio a member of the Board. 

In the early part of 1898, the Hon. James W. Simmons resigned his 
place upon the Board, and E. Finley Johnson was appointed to fill out the 
term and in November following was elected also for the unexpired term. 

We believe it can be truly said that the efforts of each member of the- 
Board has been to be progressive to advance and to aid in every way the 
educational interests with which .he has had to do, and satisfactorily to- 
perform all the duties devolving upon him.

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REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT. 

To the Honorable, the State Board of Education: 

Gentlemen — In accordance with the provisions of the lawa nd follow- 
ing out the policy of your honorable body, I herewith prest nt the official 
biennial report of the president of the college for the years 1896- 8. 

By act of the legislature of 1897, known as " The act to fix the relations 
of existing Normal Schools," it was provided, that: 

The State Board of Education may, through the State Normal School at Ypsilanti, grant two and 
three year certificates, for elementary, graded and rural schools, as in their judgment shall seem wise^ 
and shall, through the same institution continue to grant certificates good for five years, life certifi- 
cates, diplomas and degrees, as are now provided by statute and custom ; and in recognition of the work 
DOW being done under ezistirg Jaws, in those life certificates and degree courses, in the State Normal 
School at Ypsilanti, the State Board of Education is empowered to designate that school in the coursea 
leading to such certificate and degree by the name The Michigan State Normal College. 

By subsequent action of the State Board of Education this change of 
name was confirmed; and the school, while retaining the five year certifi- 
cate course administered in the name of the State Normal School, is organ- 
ized to confer its life certificate and its Bachelor's and Master's degrees 
in the name of the State Normal College. 

Though no provision has been made for granting the two year and three 
year certificates authorized by law, classes are more or less regularly main- 
tained in most of the branches set in county examinations for such third 
and second grade licenses. These subjects include arithmetic, elementary 
algebra, grammar, reading and oratory, history, civil government, geo- 
graphy, and physiology. For students who have npt done the work else- 
where and who apply for it, courses are offered in beginning Latin and 
German. A tuition fee of five dollars per semester is charged for this* 
work. 

COURSES OP STUDY. 

Applicants are strongly urged to furnish their preparatory and high 
school studies in the local schools. This institution has no wish to enter 
into competition with, or duplicate the excellent instruction of, the state's 
high schools. 

Nevertheless, in the interest of persons who have no higher schools con- 
venient to their homes, the Normal College maintains a general four 
years' course for such as have completed the third and second grade cer- 
tificate subjects enumerated above. This course comprises work in algebra^ 
plane and solid geometry, free-hand drawing, rhetoric, grammar, literature,, 
botany, physics, and English and United States history, one profes- 
sional subject for each semester throughout the course, and about the 
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•same amount of academic or professional work, I lected at the option of the 
student from the several departments. 

The diploma of the college and a life certificate are conferred upon the 
completion of the four years of work. To one who has finished the first 
three years, including electives, and has taught satisfactorily in the prac- 
tice school for one semester, a teacher's license is granted, valid through- 
out the state for five years. This certificate is net renewable. 

At present, and for several years past, a large majority of our students 
have been entered as high school graduates. At least four out of five of 
the full enrollment have had a mil or partial high school education. 
These are admitted to a four-year course, whose completion entitles them 
to a diploma of the school and a state life certificate, and the degree of 
Bachelor of Pedagogics — B. Pd. Except for the elective work — about 50 
per cent of the entire requirement — the subjects are altogether profes- 
sional and of the same character as those prescribed for the general four 
years' course noted above. Upon the completion of the first two years of 
this course, the college confers a state life certificate and diploma. * 

For graduates of colleges a course covering one year is provided, prac- 
tically all professional work, leading to the degree of Bachelor of Peda- 
gogics and a life certificate. Graduates of the (formal College holding the 
degree may, after five years of successful teaching, receive the degree of 
Master of Pedagogics. 

GRADUATING CLASSES. 

In the aggregate enrollment for the two years (1,951), there was a net 
enrollment of 1 ,5H5 diflPerent students. The graduating classes for these 
two years numbered 512, or 26 per cent of the registration and nearly 33 
per cent of the different students admitted. Practically all of these have 
since taught or are teaching, besides a large number of undergraduates of 
whose engagements the college has no record. For the first of these 
years, 10 per cent of those certificated went out on the life certificate 
course ; for the last year, 80 per cent. For the first year, also, of the 167 
who received the life certificate, 88, or 52 per cent were high school grad- 
uates ; for 97-8, there were 115, or 69 per cent who entered on their high 
school diplomas. From all this it may be reasonably inferred that the 
preparatory and secondary academic training of the college students is 
isteadily improving. Every year, fewer students enter on examinations, 
fewer come to Ypsilanti for their preparatory work, and fewer go out on 
the short certificate courses. ^ 

BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS. 

Since the last report several important improvements have been made 
about the college campus that deserve more than a mere enumeration. 

The grounds are larger by the addition, in 1896, of 3.99 acres lying to 
the west of the original tract and referred to in the last biennial report. 
This land was purchased by the city of Ypsilanti and transferred to the 
college. The training school building used by the practice school, and 
Starkweather Hall, occupied by the Students' Christian Association, 
occupy the east end of the tract; and the west end is used as a ball ground 
and for other out-door recreations. The improvements upon the grounds 
have all been made since January, 1897. The roadways then projected 
have been constructed ; walks have been built ; a fountain (the gift of the 
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«enior class of 1898) has been erected; flower beds have been distributed, and 
the p:rounds throughout either seeded anew or sodded. But the drives and 
the walks, through and around the grounds, are only temporary and should 
be replaced soon by laying more durable material. It would seem to be 
desirable, in view of future possible additions to the buildings of the col- 
lege, to have a professional landscape gardener plan the grounds for more 
permanent and artistic improvement. 

There is need of still more ground. I would respectfully repeat my re- 
<^ommendation of two years ago that land be purchased or leased for re- 
creation purposes. The present grounds are neither large enough, nor 
properly shaped, nor so located to be of use for current out-door sports. 
The students who come to the college are persons for the most part ac- 
customed to an open air and active life. They cannot do the best work 
for the school or themselves and maintain their own health, if debarred 
from these advantages while pursuing their studies. 

STARKWEATHER HALL. 

Among the newer buildings belonging to the college is Starkweather 
Hall, used as a chapel, library, and head-quarters for the Students' Chris- 
tian Association. It was completed in March 1897 and waa a gift to the 
association by Mrs. Mary A. N. Starkweather of Ypsilanti. It is l$uilt of 
local field stone, trimmed with red sandstone, has tile roof and hard wood 
floors and its own system of heating. It cost $10,000. 

TRAINING SCHOOL BUILDING. 

Next to a provision for the current expenses, the great and urgent need 
of the college is additional room for the training schooJ. The present 
accommodations are inad€quate for the enrollment. Two rooms are being 
used as school rooms that were intended for recitation quarters only, and 
are too small to be either convenient or safe to health. Two grades of 
children are seated in the main building half a block away. With the 
large practice classes of teachers, more class rooms are greatly needed. 
Two wings put to the present building would afford, it is thought, the 
needed accommodation at no great expense. Not only are these additions 
needed for the use of the practice school, but there are wanted in the main 
building, for the use of normal classes, the rooms now occupied by the 
kindergarten and first primary grade. Besides, both the heating and 
ventilation of the training school building could be improved were these 
additions made. 

HEATING PLANT. 

By means of the special appropriation of $10,000 by the last legislature, 
the plant for steam heating was a year ago removed to the rear of the 
main building and considerably enlarged The system was changed from 
low to high pressure, and coal substituted for oil as fuel. Except in 
Starkweather Hall and the training school bailding, all rooms are now 
heated from this central plant. With the construction of the proposed 
additions to the training school, that building also might take its heat in 
the same way with not only economy, but with greater comfort. 
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TRAINING SCHOOL. 

The training school has had a prosperous period, though subjected, to- 
considerable change during the last two year^. The removal into the new 
building, the loss of some teachers by resignation, the change of policy 
incident to a change of supervisors, and the over- crowded condition of 
most rooms, have not made the distinctive work of the school easier. 
More and more it is found difficult, with a relatively small school and a 
very large practice teachers' class, to use the same school to advantage for 
both observation and practice teaching. Had we half as many intending 
teachers, the enrollment in the training school would be reasonably large. 
But with two hundred or more members of the senior class there are not 
rooms of children enough to furnish the needed opportunities for practice. 
It is earnestly recommended that some arrangement be made whereby 
these privileges may be increased to intending teachers in this institution.

gymnasium. 

The work in physical training remains, as in previous years since ita 
introduction in 1894, as among the most sought after and the most help- 
ful of all the courses. During the biennial period (1896-98) different 
students have been enrolled in the gymnasium classes. The present sche- 
dule shows twelve sections daily. Few are excused from any of the re- 
quired work, or ask to be excused. The influence of the department has 
been felt among students generally, among members of the faculty, upon 
the athletic field, and iu a widespread interest among citizens. A consid- 
erable number of graduates have been sent out capable of supervising phy- 
sical training in the public schools; and many more, both graduates and 
undergraduates, fitted to carry on the work in their respective classes. 

GROWTH OF THE SCHOOL. 

The years of the last decade, 1888-1898, have been years of great 
change and much improvement for the school. The enrollment has growQ 
from 800 to 1,000; the attendance from 600 or 700 to 900. The 58 classes 
advertised in the fall of 1888 have almost trebled, (153). The schedule 
for the first semester, 1888-89, shows 75 classes; the present program has 
165. The teaching force has almost doubled in the ten years. Twelve 
were added prior to 1893, and twelve have been added since. 

Contributing to this result there have been several causes, among which 
are the following: 
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1. There has been an expansion of the courses offered, similar to that 
dfound in all other educational institutions. The last score of years has 
been rich everywhere in discovery and in invention, and in all intellectual, 
scientific, literary and moral advancement; and the Michigan State Normal 
■College was prompt to take advantage of the newer attainments. 
Teacihers must be prepared to teach and that well, and to employ intelli- 
gently, as a means of education, whatever subject the good sense and 
progressive spirit of the time made necessary or desirable. New subjects 
were added, and former subjects were taught with other and more 
abundant equipments. The college exists for the improvement and 
eflSciency of the public schools and other colleges, and recognizes its 
obligation to provide the fullest and soundest preparation for teachers of 
every grade of school in demand. In the great expansion of interest and 
knowledge and achievement of the closing g»-neration, the college, under 
the progressive administration of your honorable body, embraced the 
opportunity to do the larger work and give itself to a larger usefulness. In 
the five years prior to 1893 the work offered by the school had been 
doubled. Classes became enormously large, some of them showing one 
to two hundred members. Though the faculty list had increased from 
twenty-six to thirty-eight it was too small to do the required work. Had 
the teaching force increased as the work increased there would have been 
•needed in 1893 forty-five to fifty teachers, instead of thirty- eight as there 
were. In 1887-8, in the department of physics and chemistry, two 
teachers easily did all the work. Three years before the entire science 
<5ourse, including both the physical and natural sciences, was in charge of 
two teachers without assistants. The two departments now emploj' a 
faculty of seven persons. As late as 1892 one pei son gave all the instruc- 
tion offered by the school in both drawing and geography, which now 
take the time of four persons. The increase of work actually done is 
-almost 200 per cent, aod practically makes it a new department. In 
1887-8 the work in history and civics was done by the preceptress, who 
waw head of the department, and one assistant. The department then 
•offered 140 weeks of instruction ; there are now annually given 260 weeks, 
-or almost double the amount. There are now five teachers with nineteen 
classes and nearly five hundred students. In like manner the work of the 
department of English has been more than doubled, and the teaching 
force of the department strengthened to correspond. 

2 Another factor in the progress of the school was the arrangement of 
separate courses for high school graduates. Prior to 1890 diplomas and 
standings had been accepted from certain schools whose work was 
approved by the Normal School faculty, but no definite advanced credit or 
standing had been assured to their graduates. In the School Register for 
1890-1, both two }ear and one year courses were published, and high 
school graduates invited to avail themselves of these privileges. The 
completion of the former entitled one to a life certificate, and of the latter 
to a five year certificate. A large number of high school graduates came. 
In two years the enrollment increased 25 per cent, but two new members 
being added to the faculty. 

3. A third factor contributing to this general enlargement of the school's 
functions is the organization of new departments. Attention has been 
called to the making over of the department of drawing and geography, 
the expansion of the science work, and the enrichment of the history 
<}ourses. In physical training, however, there has been organized a really 
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new department. For some years after 1888 there had been more or lesa 
of exercise, more or less directed, in an improvised gymnasium in one of 
the basement rooms of the main building. The instruction was given at 
times by an assistant teacher and again by a student. In April, 1894, the 
school took possession of a new gymnasium building erected with an ap- 
propriation granted for this purpose by the state legislature of 1893. 
There are three persons in the faculty who give their entire time to this 
department There are maintained twelve classes daily with almost 600 
members. 

4. Intimately related to the last factor mentioned, is the re-organization 
of the training school, which took place in 1892-3. In 1898-9 this depart- 
ment employed a director and two assistants. The year following a kin- 
dergarten was added, and a model primary school. Three years later, in 
1892-4, a full corps of nine elementary grade teachers was engaged — a 
special critic teacher being placed in charge of each grade. This added at 
once six teachers to the former faculty. This was, unquestionably, a gain 
to the school, and has reacted favorably upon most of the other depart- 
ments. 

5. Of more significance to the college than any of these reasons given 
above, however, as explaining the enlargement of the equipments, the de- 
mand for more room, and the increase of the teaching force, is the rela- 
tively large and uniform attendance as compared with the yearly enroll- 
ment. The average annual enrollment of seven large normal schools 
whose statistics are accessible, representing seven states, is 1,007. The 
current attendance reported for these schools is 608, or 60 per cent. The 
present attendance of the Michigan State Normal College is 93 j.er cent 
of the enrollment for 1897-8, and jutt about 100 per cent of the average 
annual enrollment for ten years. The daily attendance, or membership, 
of the college is rarely less than 875, or about 50 per cent larger than that 
of the schools mentioned. Moreover, while the enrollment since 1888 has 
increased 25 per cent, the attendance has increased 35 per cent. 

6. Another marked factor in the growth of the school and a distinguish- 
ing characteristic of the school as it is now working, is the greater amount 
of professional work offered. While ten years ago the professional work 
offered constituted 12 per cent of the whole, it is now 21 per cent. That 
is, while the other changes have been making in organization and ad- 
ministration, the professional work has almost doubled. While in 1888 
there were offered 1,540 weeks of work, there are now offered and giveri 
2,100 weeks, an increase of something more than 36 per cent. But t«ie 
minimum of professional work prescribed is 140 weeks; in the majority of 
courses this is really 180 weeks — showing an increase in the proportion of 
such work required, of 133^ per cent to 200 per cent. This professional 
instruction, which constitutes the distinctive work of the college, makes 
necessary far more individual attention than the merely academic instruc- 
tion, and calls for correspondingly smaller classes. 

7. Finally, it should be summarized that the teaching force of the 
school has considerably increased, though scarcely in proportion to the 
work of the college. 

From what has been said above it will appear that the number ot teach- 
ers required will be determined. 

( 1 ) By the attendance rather than the enrollment. 

(2) By the number of classes actually maintained rather than by the 
number of courses offered. 
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(3) By the quality of the instruction given, the uses of laboratories, 
libraries, etc. 

(4) By the grade of work called for — the more advanced calling for rel- 
atively more teachers. 

(5) By the purposes of the institution. With a single prescribed course, 
a large number of students might be accommodated with classes by a 
small number of teachers. 

(6) By the size of the classes. 

(7) By the number of daily classes required of each teacher. 

SUMMEB SESSION. 

The recommendation of two years ago that the biennial appropriations 
be BO incr^ed that the college may be kept open all, or a large part of 
the summer, is repeated. 

A private school was maintained during July, 1898, with an attendance 
of nearly 200. It is believed that, were the school as free during the sum- 
mer term as during the other terms of the year, and the work so done a» 
to lead to the usual credits, the attendance for that term might easily be^ 
doubled or trebled. Rural, village, and town teachers who are emplo} ed 
through the school year, might use an occasional summer to improve 
themselves, and so finally complete a course of study, who do not now feel 
able to meet the expense. 

The cost to the state would be proportionally less than for any other 
equal period in the year. It would put to use valuable libraries, labora- 
tories, and equipments that now lie idle almost one-fourth of the year. Tt 
is thought that an additional grant of $10,000 would be sufficient to meet 
the expense. 

STATISTICS. 

The more important statistical information has been introduced into the 
discussion of topics included in the above paragraphs. The more formal 
presentation is made in the accompanying table.

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BBPOBT OF THB FBINOIPAL. 

To the Honorable^ the State Board of Education: 

Gentlbmen — I have the honor to submit my biemiial report for the 
two years ending June 30, 1898. The two years covered by this report 
may rightly be called the first years of the school as a state institution. 
The school became the properly of the state in June, 1895, but it was not 
until January, 1897, that state funds were appropriated for its support. 

The private corporation that founded the school and gave the property 
to the state, turned over practically a bare shed building. It was only 
partially furnished and partially heated with stoves, and was almost 
wholly lacking in educational appliances. The legislature of 1897 ap- 
propriated $5,000 with which to build a small addition and put in steam 
heat. Several important changes in the internal arrangements of the 
building were made which have greatly added to its convenience. The 
assembly hall and the recitation rooms have been suitably furnished and 
considerable apparatus for class-room illustration has been purchased. 
The school has been limited in many ways by lack of funds for the pur- 
chasing of needed apparatus, but the enterprise and enthusiasm of the 
teachers have in most cases supplied the deficiencies. 

ATTENDANCE. 

The growth of attendance during the past two years has been very 
gratifying. The enrollment for the year ending June, 1896, was 84, and 
the number graduated was 6. The enrollment for the year ending June, 
1897, was 196, and the number graduated wds 24. The enrollment for the 
year ending June, 1898, was 814, and the number graduated was 113, of 
whom 68 were graduated in the rural school course. 

No special efforts have been made to increase the attendance, as the ac- 
commodations are in many respects even now greatly taxed. 

COURSES. 

The legislature of 1897 made a new departure in establishing a course 
for teachers of rural schools. This course provides for a certificate valid 
for two years in schools employing but one teacher. It is renewed for 
another two years, if the holder teaches with success. As anticipated, the 
course is proving very popular; and although it has been in operation less 
than two years, 68 have completed the course and have gone into the 
rural schools as teachers. Gratifying reports of the good work done by 
these graduates have come from the commissioners in.whose counties they 
are teaching. 
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The course for graded schools is proving equally practical and is attract- 
ing many high school graduates. The number graduating in this course 
has increased in three years from 6 to 60. A large number of the gradu- 
ates in the graded school course are teaching in rural schools. 

LIBBABT. 

The library facilities have been greatly increased during the past two 
years. There has been a constant growth in the number of volumes, and 
the reading-room has been amply supplied with papers and magazines. 
The books have been selected with the greatest care, and the wisdom of 
the selection is indicated by their constant use. 

The present library room is much too small, as, with crowding, it will 
accommodate only thirty students. Without question, no aid to * teaching 
is so valuable as a good library, and it is hoped that increased accommo- 
dations may be available by the opening of the school year of 1899. 

TRAINING SCHOOL. 

By an understanding between the State Board of Education and the 
Board of Education of the city of Mount Pleasant a ward building, the 
property of the city, has been turned over to the state to be used as a 
training school. The state and city jointly meet the expense of main- 
taining the school. The most cordial understanding has existed and still 
exists between the two boards. 

The time is near at hand when the training school must be enlarged and 
a new building erected. The growth of the city and the increasing needs 
of the Normal, will soon make a larger building for the training school a 
necessity. The next legislature should be asked to pass a law empower- 
ing the State Board of Education and the city of Mount Pleasant to enter 
into such permanent relations concerning the training school as shall be 
to their mutual interests. 

CONTINUOUS SESSIONS. 

It has been a growing conviction with me that the normal schools of 
Michigan ought to adopt the plan of summer sessions. This plan has been 
successfully tried by all grades of schools, from Chicago University to the 
obscure private normal. Th6 general reasons for summer sessions have 
been so many times stated of late that they need not be argued at length 
here, but briefly mentioned. 

1. The educational plant yields larger returns, as it is used throughout 
the year instead of lying idle one- fourth of the time. 

2. The summer is the time wiien the plant can be operated at least 
expense, as no heating or lighting is required. 

3. Students who fall a little below the standard for graduation and are 
required to remain for additional work, do so more cheerfully, as the stay- 
ing for the summer session does not make it impossible for them to enttr 
upon teaching in September. 
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r74. It economizes time for students, as by three years continuous attend- 
ance a year of time can be gained. 

5. Teachers, actually in the work and financially unable to give up earn- 
ing money for a year can, through the summer sessions, freshen their 
knowledge and keep abreast of educational thought. 

6. There is a demand for summer sessions: this is evident from the 
large attendance at the four-weeks institutes ladt summer, and from the 
increasing attendance at all good summer schools. 

All the above arguments hold with reference to the Central Normal, but 
there is another argument of peculiar force. This school especially aims 
to help those who are to teach in the rural schools. There are hundreds 
of young men and women who would enter the normal and complete the 
rural school course if they could meet the expense. It is only a matter of 
money. They cannot stop earning money for a year, but they would 
eagerly devote their summer vacation to study. By attending the summer 
sessions for two years and perhaps one other term besides, they could 
finish the rural school course. It is a great misfortune to many rural 
school teachers and to the State, that ambitious young people have not 
ample opportunity to improve the summer vacation in advanced study. 

THE FUTURE. 

The future of the school is in the hands of the legislature. 

With proper enlargement of the building the attendance will double in 
two years: it has almost quadrupled during the two covered by this report. 

With a united board of control and a harmonious faculty, nothing but 
physical limitation can impede its rapid progress.
